REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS ~ x dis a 
‘To the Windham School Board :— Bie" ‘a eT 


I hereby submit my third annual report of the 
- schools of Windham. Tt is a pleasure to report hat Fes 
all schools are strong this year. The four teache 7 
are well adapted to rural work. They are good wor 
ers. The results of the improved instrugiaon is” ay 
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Miss Emma Cashion a teacher of wide experience 
is bringing the Canobie Lake school up to standard. 
Miss Mabel Goldsmith is teaching the No. 6 schoo! as 
well as one could ask for a small school to be taught. 
The other teachers are teaching with their customary 
vigor. 

While my previous reports have dealt largely with 
equipment, conditions of the buildings and grounds, 
the subject matter, methods of teaching and govern~ 
ment of the schools have not been slighted. Read 
ing, writing, arithmetic, spelling grammar and history 
have been recently rounded up from a supervisory 
point of view. Geography, nature study and citizen~ 
ship apparently need attention. Teachers meetings 
are held monthly to stimulate this work by discussion, 
talks and demonstrations. The meetings have been 
well attended. Recently Mr. Houston, whose writing 
books we use in the schools, personally gave one haii 
day’s instruction to the teachers. The teachers have 
also had the opportunity to have his instruction at 
summer school. | 

TESTING. 

We have supplemented the instruction given in 
teachers meetings with ex caminations from which 
standazds of comparisons may be be derived such as 


the Ayer’s tests in reading, writing and spelling and the 


Studesaker tests in arithmetic. The teachers may 
compare the scores of their individual pupils with the 
standard scores. Pupils up to the standard may be 
grouped with pupils of their own standard of attain- 
ment while the-teacher gives a large amount of in- 
struction to the individuals or groups not up to the 
standard. 

Group tests have, also, peen given to the upper 
grades in arithmetic, geography and science, English 
and history. These tests were derived from questions 
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submitted by teachers and pupils covering such subject 
matter as the teachers believe the children ought to 
know and what people ought to know generally from 
the elementary school curriculum. A full discussion 
of both types of tests is in this years Derry report. 
The work of the high school pupils at Pinkerton 
academy has been followed more closely this year. 


The teachers have been urged to give individual atten- _ 


tion to the pupils showing weaknesses and to require 
them to return for special work in the afternoon. A 
closer relationship between the home and school is 

also urged. In addition to the regular reports, defici- 
ency reports are asked for and the teachers réquested 
to notify the parents at once when it is clear that the 
pupil is not responding according to fair standards. 
Special reports have been made to the parents when 
it was found that the work of the school had not been 
attended to properly. Parents have heen advised how 
to remedy such conditions. The pupils are required to 
meet the standards there by punctual attendance, 
home study, a good attitude toward the teachers and 
school, careful attention in recitation and in case of de- 
ficiency to consult his teacher daily until the deficiency - 
is made up. The work of the Windham pupils has been 
creditable this year. 


SCHOOL NURSE. 


The health work is being carried on with its cus- 
tomary vigor. Miss McCauley has made the custom- 
ary inspections and ‘examinations. The follow up. 
work is worthy of the highest praise. - The following 
statistical report of Miss McCauley indicates the char- 
ac‘e> of the work done.
